“FOR HE HATH MADE HIM TO BE SIN FOR US, WHO KNEW NO SIN; 
THAT WE MIGHT BE MADE THE RIGHTEOUSNESS OF GOD IN HIM” (2 CORINTHIANS 5:21)
